Under our 
constilution Ihe 


slales relain all powers and prop- 
erties not specifically granted to 
the federal government. Additions 
to the powers and propcrlies of 
Ihe federal government must be 
made by constitutional amendment, 
cleared by the congress and rati- 
fied by Ihree-fourlhs of the states.

Any procedure other than this 


Is plain robbery, and the fact that 
Arkansas wouldn't lose any pro- 
perty under a .tidelands seizure 
doesn't justify us in sitting Idly by 
and watching other slates being 
robbed.
